Several Witnesses From Utah Testily 
Before Investigating Committee. 



Shot Down by Sharpshooters in the 
Battle at San Mateo, Luzon. 



The Boers’ Position Has Been Greatir 
Strengthened of Late. 



Havana, Dec. 16. — ^The United States 
battle ship Teins, Capt. Sigsbee com- 
manding, has arrived here, ttnd Capt. 
Greene, commandant of the naval sta- 
tion, has conferred with Capt. Sigs- 
}yee with regard to the removal from 
Colon ceintery of the bodies of the 
victims of the Maine disaster. The 
present intention is to remove the re- 
mains with as little ceremony as pos- 
sible. The work of disinterment be- 
gan Mondu}' morning. Each coffin 
will be enclosed in a metal casket and 
bo surrounded by a disinfecting com- 
pound. 'rhe caskets will be removed 
during the night to the naval wharf 
where they will be under guard until 
all is ready for removal to the battle 
ship whicli it is cxj>ected will take 
j)lace Wednesday night or Thursday 
at daybreak. The Texas will then 
leave at once. 

Father Chadwick will identify the 
coffins as they are taken from the 
ground, having a chart showing the 
exact location of each. 

Havana, Dec. 19. — A gang of four- 
teen gra\e diggers, who were su- 
perintended by Chaplain Chadwick 
and Dr. !Maeour, began the exhuma- 
tion in Colon cemetery Monday of the 
remains of the victims of the Maine. 
As the coffins v.-ere raised to the grave 
side the remains were immediately 
placed in tin lined coffins prepared 
with lime and charcoal bottoms, after 
which more lime and charcoal were 
used and then the coffins were carried 
a few yards away, where tinsmiths 
nailed down and hermetically sealed 
the lids, the names being distinctly 
painted thereon. 

Chaplain Chadwick, using his chart, 
kept a strict account in each instan-ce. 
Forty coffins exumed Monday were 
tarried to the cemetery chapel. Two 
watchmen are on duty for the night. 

Twenty-five soldiers and about as 
many other spectators w’ere present. 



London, Dec. 21. — Gen. Lord Bob- 
tins, who is to have full command of 
the British troops in South Africa, 
av'‘fomi)anied by Lady Roberts and 
their two daughters, arrived in Lon- 
uon Wednesday morning, having trav- 
eled from Dublin with Mr. Chamber- 
lain. Their departure from Dublin 
Avas marked by cheering cfO’.vds. but 
I be general made a (juiet entry into 
1 ondon. .\fter going to a private ho- 
lei he s])ent about an hour at the war 
ofliee in consultation with the !Mar- 
•';uis <if Lansdowne, the secretary of 
atate for war. 'liien (Jen. Koberts re- 
lUined to the task of jiacking his ef- 
fccis and interviewing the otlicers se- 
Iceteu for Ids staff. 

When “Little Bobs,” the beloved of 
Tiitniny .\tkins. received a rejiresen- 
tative of the press, he was dressed in 
the deepest black in vivid contrast 
\vith his snow white hair and mous- 
tache. liis (lapj)er little figure ^vas 
as straight as ever, but the eyes that 
have so often .scanned British victory 
wt-re slightly dimmed by the great 
personal sorrow that has befallen him. 
Jiiit in si)ile of this and the multitude 
of details that claimed his attention, 
(icn. Roberts willingly assented to 
send, through a press representative, 
a parting message to the American 
people and gave the following state- 
laent : 

“Circumstances naturally forbid my 
speaking about the cam])aign ahead of 
me, exee])t to say that I have entire 
confidence in the British soldier and 
that I believe the traditions of our 
artny will be upheld in South Africa. 

“For the friendly interest and sym- 
pathy exhibited by many Amei-icans 
I am most deeply grateful. I feel sure 
the justice of our course merits this. 
Though we may be at war, I can safe- 
ly say that, no unnecessary harshness 
and no acts of inhumanity will mar 
the fair name of this branch of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. I can not too 
warml 3 ' express mj' admiration for 
the spirit which prevails in our colo- 
nies. The action of Canada wdll al- 
ways be a glorious page in the his- 
tory of the sons of the empire. I look 
for great things from- the men she 
has sent and is sending to the front. 

“The reports which indicate that 
disloj’altj' exists in the Irish regi- 
ments are absolutely- untrue. In the 
hour of danger my- countrymen have 
ever been among the first to lay down 
their lives for their queen and their 
country-, and, whether it be against 
the Boers or men of any other na- 
tionality-, the Irish soldier will be 
found loyal to his queen and brave in 
battle.

Washington, Dec. 20.— A number of 
witnesses from Utah appeared Tues- 
day- before the eoinmittee of the 
house of representatives, which is in- 
vestigating the case of Mr. Roberts, 
of Utah. They- include Mrs. Dr. Lu- 
ella Miles, a practicing physician of Salt 
Lake City; Mrs. McDougall, *Mi’- E. 
L. McDaniel and S. E. Wishard, all 
of Salt Lake C ity. 2>Ir. Roberts was 
present and conducted the cross-ex- 
amination. 

Mrs. Dr. Miles w-as the first witness. 
She gave her ])roft'Ssion as that of a 
physician at Salt Lake City. She gave 
the details of a call she made at the 
house of Mrs. Dr. Maggie Shipp Rob- 
erts on .\pril 12, 1897, relative to some 
medical society- affairs. She addressed 
.Mrs. Shipp Roberts as “Dr. Shipp,” 
whereupf)u, the witness said, she was 
interrupted with the retpiest: “Doc- 

tor, y-ou can call me Dr. Roberts.” 

Mrs. Roberts went on to explain, 
the witness said, that she had been 
married to Mr. lUjberts for several 
y ears. She asked that the medical so- 
ciety mail sent her in future be ad- 
dressed as “Dr. Roberts” and not “Dr. 
Skipp.” 

.\fter the witness had stepped aside. 
Mr. Roberts submitted an objection to 
the effect that this testimony related 
to 1897, whereas the committee had 
no jurisdiction over him prior to his 
becoming a member of Congress. 

“Then you contend,” said Chair- 
man Tayler, “that the testimony 
should be confined to polygamous 
practicciS subsequent to March 4, 
1899?” 

“I do,” answered Mr. Roberts. 

Rev. W. E. Wishard w-as the next 
witness. He knew- both Mr. Roberts 
and Mrs. Dr. Rolierts, and related his 
first meeting with the latter in Sep- 
tember, 1897. He was in the car with 
Roberts and spoke to him. A lady 
sat beside him and he beckoned to her 
and then introduced her, saydng: 
“Mrs. Roberts. Mr. Wishard.” 

Mrs. Maria McDougall testified that 
on .Tilly 22, 1898. w-hen she was on the 
train and Mr. Roberts and Mrs. Dr. 
Roberts traveled on the same train. 

I “Once 1 heard Mr. Roberts intro- 
duce his eonqmnion as ‘My- wife,’ ” tes- 
tiiied Mrs. McDougall, “and reiieatod- 
!y as ‘Mrs. Roberts.’” 

>fr. Sehroeder .the Gentile represen- 
tative, who conducted the direct 
amination, submitted a an 

editorial by Fobt-Ks in the Xew Era, 
relating to polygamy-, and its Bibli- 
cal status. Mr. Roberts presented a 
formal objection to the testimony on 
the general lines already stated. The 
committee then took a recess. 



Washington, Dec. 20. — The war de- 
partment Tuesday- night received the 
following official confirmation of the 
killing of Gen. Lawton near San Ma- 
teo, Luzon: 

Manila — Gen. Law'tou engaged in 
driving insurgents from San Mateo, 
sc-etion of country- northeast of Ma- 
nila, killed instantly at 9:30 yester- 
day- morning. A great loss to us and 
iiis country. (Signed) Otis. 

Secretary- Root and the president, 
each Tuesday night expressed his 
jTofound grief at the confirmation of 
the report of the death of the gal-* 
hint general. 

Gen. Lawton's death was a great 
shock to the officers of the war de- 
partment, to nearly- all of whom he 
was known personally-. Hitherto his 
luck in battle had been marvelous. He 
bad been in hundreds of skirmishes 
and midnight attacks. He was regard- 
ed as a man of action and of splendid 
courage, but was not considered reck- 
less. He never exposed his men with- 
out due consideration of the risks and 
the stakt 

Manila, Dec. 20. — Gen. Law'ton loft 
home Monday- night, having returned 
from his northern operations Satur- 
day to lead an expedition through 
Marquina valley, which has been an 
insurgent stronghold throughout the 
war. 

San Mateo was attacked at 8 o’clock, 
and a three hours’ fight ensued. This 
resulted in but a few- casualities on 
the American side, apart from the 
death of Gen. Law-ton, but the attack 
was difficult because of the natural 
defenses of the town. 

New York, Dec, 21. — A dispatch 
gives the following account of the 
death of Gen. Lawton: 

Manila, Dec. 21. — .\t 12 midnight 
Monday, Gen. Law-ton left his wLfe, 



London, Dec. 19. — Gen. Buller met 
»>ith a disastrous defeat at Uhievely- 
;.iimp Friday. In an attempt to cross 
the Tiigela river he was surprised by 
llie Boer forces, and in the buttle that 
ensued Buller lost 11 big guns. The 
losses in Gen. Hart’s brigade was 
heavy, q'he Mth and 60th field battm-- 
ies also siiffereil severe loss. This last 
reverst' to the British arms has caused 
gloom all over Great Britain. 

l..ondon, Deo. 19. — As a result of the 
cabinet meeting the following imjior- 
tant measures w-ere decided upon: 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts, V. U., has 
been appointed commander-in-ehief of 
South Africa. Lord Kitchener, of 
Khartoum, is to chief of start*. The 
whole of the reserve, which is not as 
yet incorjiorated, will be called up. 
'Phe 7th division, now- mobilizing, will 
proceed at once to South Africa. Re- 
enforcement.s of artillery-, including 
three how-itzer batteries, will be sent 
out. Buller has been authorized to 
raise local mounted corps in South 
Africa. A considerable mounted force 
from England will be sent out. Nine 
battallions of militia, iu addition to 
three w-hich have already volunteered, 
will be asked to volunteer for foreign 
service. 

London, Dec. 19. — “Bobs,” as Lord 
Roberts, of Kandahar is familiarly 
know-n, is a name to conjure with in 
Great Britain, and that Lord Roberts 
and Lord Kitchener are considered the 
right men to retrieve the disastrous 
condition in South Africa is amply ev- 
idenced by the more cherry- tone of all 
the w-ar discussion Monday- morning. 
In spite of the attempt of the author- 
ities to gloss over the superst.'ssion of 
Gen. Buler, the fact remains that the 
new appointment can not be regarded 
otherwise than as a penalty for his 
failure. A semi-official communication 
says: 

“The disposition to regard the 
change as a reflection on Gen, Buller 
is entirely erroneous. As the forces 
engaged in South Africa increase of- 
ficers of higher rank are naturally- ap- 
pointed to the supreme command.”

new's. Nothing lias been heard from 
Lord Methuen since Sunday, and it is 
feared that his communications have 
been cut. If this be so his position is 
dangerous. A correspondeut of the 
Daily News, telegraphing from Mod- 
der river last Saturday-, say-s: “The 

Boer position, already formidable on 
December 11, has since been greatly- 
strengthened, extending for an area 
of 12 miles. *Jt is entrenched accord- 
ing to the most modern methods 
throughout its entire length; wire 
fences have been jilaeed before all the 
trenches at every- point; guns have 
been got into position, and there is 

every evidence that the Boers are well 

•/ 

supplied with ammunition. Only a 
powerful attacking force can hope to 
make a successful assault.” 

The Times, in an article from the 
pen of an artillery expert, laments 
the dispersion of the British forces, 
quotes the maxim of Napoleon iu fa- 
vor of concentration, and regret.s that 
J*ord Methuen did not retire to Or- 
ange river a week ago. 

The latest dispxitehes received seem 
to show- that the British forces are 
standing on the defensive at all points. 
Gen. Buller is ordering the troops now 
arriving at Cape Town to proceed to 
Durban to reinforce the Natal col- 
umn. Absence C»£ news from him has 
ieo to a surmise that he is trying to 
jt)in Gen. White by a flank move- 
ment. 

The appeals for yeomanry and vol- 
unteers are being responded to with 
the greatest enthusiasm in all parts 
of tbe country-- Lord Wolseley pro- 
p^)s,es that the force being raised by 
the lord mayor of London be called 
the “City- of London Imperial Volun- 
teers.” The government expects the 
total of y-eomanry and volunteers to 
reach 8,000. Baron Chesham w-ill com- 
mand, with Lord Lonsdale adju- 
tant general. The papers are now 
joininf^ in free criticism of the gov- 
ernment and the war office, as day- by- 
clay- fresh proofs of unj)re})aredness 
come to light- Special stress is laid 
uj»on the failure to provide projier 
tiansports whic'h comjx'ls the columns 
to stick tight to railways, and ujion 
the inferiority- of the British artil- 
lery. .Australian colonies are re- 

-sponding eagerly- to the imperial gov- 
ernment’s ajq>eals for second eontin-

Jane 19, 1900. 



Washington, Dec. 21. — Mark A. Han- 
na, chairman of the republican na- 
tional committee, issued a call for the 
next re])iiblican national convention 
Wednesd v night.

Said national convention shall con- 
sist of a number of delegates at large 
from each state, equsl to double 
tbe number of United States 
senators to w-hich each state is enti- 
tled and for each representative at 
large in congress tw-o delegates at 
large; from each congressional dis 
ti'ict and the District of Columbia, 
two delegates: from each of the terri- 
tories of -Alaska, Arizona, Indian Ter- 
ritory, New- Mexico and Oklahoma, 
two delegates. For each delegate 
Aected to said convention an alternate 
delegate shall be elected to act In 
ciise of the absence of the delegate, 
said alternate delegate to be elected 
at the time and in the manner of 
electing the delegates. 

-All delegates shall be elected not 
less than 30 days before the meeting 
cl' the national convention.

Manila, Dec. 21. — Maj.Gen. Lewton’sl 
body was brought from San Mateo to 
Manila Wednesday- afternoon, his staff 
and a squadron of cavalry- aCcing as 
escort. It was found necessary to 
bridge the river. 

The funeral will take place from his 
late residence here, a mansion for- 
merly- occupied by a Spanish general.

But the palefaces, 
long before Mr. Jones, said the same 
thing. My grandfather, who was a 
Wyandotte, returned to wigwams of 
his tribe many moons ago and told 
the bucks and braves to prepare for 
the Kappy Hunting Grounds. He had 
been for a visit to the palefaces in 
New England, and had heard one of 
them named Sprague, of Rhode Is- 
land, say that the red man was at 
that time standing in the face of the 
setting sun, and that his last war 
whoop had been heard. My grand- 
father had been to Boston and they 
fed him on beans, and when he went 
back to the wigwam.s he had lost his 
iieiwe. lie never went on the warpath 
after that. He got up ghost daiiees 
and had a lodge of sorrow, composed 
of old broken-down squaws, and soon 
after he rested from his pow-wows. 

Tlie young bucks kept on doing 
business. Our tribe increased until 
the Great Spirit counted us by the 
number of leaves that fell from the 
branches in the Moon of Snowslioes. 
\Vord came to us by the deer from 
every tepee that other tribes were in- 
creasing, Then the palefaces came 
among us and taught us their way 
of many things, and made us to drink. 
In spite of it all we managed to make 
trouble when they wanted our trails 
and the places where we had joined 
our voices with the thunder of the 
west wind in the worship of the (jreat 
Spirit. 

When the ancestors of my pal>^’aee 
brother, William A. Jones, had laid 
out reservations for our people, and 
herded us as we herded the game ot 
the forests, we still loved one another, 
and we gathered about our shacks in 
the long winter days afraid to go out 
after dark on account of the warriors 
which our White Father had seat to 
watch us. Then our ancestors, oh, 
Jones, gave us the white man’s B.'ble 
and told us that we must be born 
again* .They put a new song in our 
mouths, and told us about a Great 
Spirit of whom neither the West 
Wind, nor the Moon of Bright Nights, 
nor. Leaves, nor Strawberries, nor of 
Falling Leaves, had told us anything. 
They buried our departed out of our 
sight, and when our squaws and pap- 
pooses moaned for red squirrel, and 
wild rice, and grouse, and bison and 
venison, they were fed upon the oxen 
slain at the beef issue; oxen that the 
white man had worked and turned out 
to die. 

' And you built schoolhouses and 
taught onr children a new language. 
They came back to us with ne\v words 
in their mouths, and new names, 
sometimes, so that when we talked to 
them as we did when they were being 
lulled to sleep in the wigwams, they 
looked at us and shook their heads. 
And then you taught our squaws to 
stay in the tepee all da.v, and our 
braves and b\icks had to quit the hunt 
and plant maize. 

One day a paleface came to our 
tepee with a thing called a bicycl^, 
and yon tried to teach us to sell you 
our ponies for that. You taught ouT 
boys the game of football. And 
now you come and tell us we ail? 
djing, and that in 25 years we 
only be known by the names w’hich 
you haye taken from us, and for 
which you call lakes, and rivers, and 
the trails of your towns and cities. 

I hope my paleface brother Jones 
is WTong in his guess. Let us alone. 
Let us go back to the track of the 
bison, and in the depths of forests 
which have not yet been broken, and 
let us find the great Great Spirit of 
our Fathers. And so shall we again 
outnumber the leaves of the branches, 
and somebody will come to our call, 
when we get strong, and we will fight 
your battles for you, and be worthj’ 
of you, and of the White Father, and 
of our people, and their traditions.--

Wooil Palp for Poultices. 

Wood pulp has been put to a variety 
of uses in recent years, but to none, 
more interesting than poultices and 
surgical dressings. When macerated 
in water it swells and absorbs from 
four to five times its weight of liquid, 
retaining it for a long time. As the 
pulp becomes soft a poultice of any 
desire<l consistency can be made by 
varying the quantity of the water. By 
using hot water the resulting poultice 
will retain its heat and moisture much 
longer than a similar poultice made 
of bread or flaxseed. Antiseptic drugs 
soluble in water may be dissolved in 
the water in which the pulp is to be 
soaked, as the pulp itself is unaffected 
by most drugs. When dry the pulp 
will absorb both oils and fats. This in 
particularlj’ valuable, as It can be used 
as an emollient and antiseptic substi- 
tute for salves, etc., on lint as a surg- 
ical dressing. Wood pulp can bo 
molded when moist, so that it can bo 
ASrfvl as a splint, owing to the fact 
that it dries very hard. When kept 
slightly wet with an antiseptic solu- 
tion the pulp remains soft and can be 
used as an absorbent dressing. Crude 
woo^ pulp can be sterilized by heat- 
ing in an ordinary sterilizer. — Chicago 
Times-Heruld.

The principle of the good roads 
movement, as advocated 1 by the 
League of American Wheelmen, is 
that the common roads of the coun- 
try are as important as the railway 
systems, the statement being made by 
t,hem and being easily understood 
that there is not an ounce of any com- 
modity hauled over the railroads that 
is not first transported by wagons 
over countr 3 ' roads or cit^' streets. It 
does not matter if the commodity is 
manufactured articles that are loaded 
on cars at the factor^'. The raw mate- 
rial has first to be hauled to the fac- 
tor 3 '. But the greatest hauling is 
done in the farming districts, and 
there it is that good highways are 
most needed. 

The subject has not been given the 
attention and support it deserves as 
3 "et for the simple reason that private 
capital cannot become interested in 
the building of common roads, since 
there would be no income from the in- 
vestment, such as there is in rail- 
ways. Municipal, connt\', state and 
the national governments have not 
had the issue brought directh’ before 
them in its full significance, because 
it is necessaiw to first educate the 
people to the neces.-ities of the move- 
ment. 'J'his is what is being done by 
the wheelmen at the present time, and 
it must be said to their ere'lil that 
the\' have enlisted the sympathy and 
support of all the prominent farmers’ 
org.anizations in the movement. \Vith 
the two classes working together it is 
onl\* a question of time i:ntil the 
movement will be made a political is- 
sue, and then will come the desired 
improvements. 

The argument offered in favor of 
the improved roads is that tlie,v les- 
sen the cost of repairs, make it pos- 
sible to haul the largest amount of 
goods with the smallest animal power, 
save time and increase pr6[>ert\' valua- 
tions. No railroad company' woultl ex- 
pect to do busines.s if its tracks and 
roadbed A\ere in such condition as to 
make it either impossible to use tiie 
tracks at long seasons of Ihe year or 
in using them have to lose a great deal 
of time and have immense repair.s to 
make, ond 5'et that is v.'hat the farm- 
ers and withers iising ihe common 
roads are doing in a comparative way 
everj' d/rj' in the vear. 

The^' itmke the mosf; impracticable 
attemiJts at road building and repair- 
ing and then wonder wh^’ there is no 
profit in their products, which have 
]>een hauled over bad roads at the 
greatest expense. It has been esti-

bowed flues (B B) are inserted, for ad- 
mission of air. If the stable is double- 
walled, leave a section out of outside 
wall and a section same size out of in- 
side wall (C C) a foot higher up. Fasten 
a board to lower edge of the inside open- 
ing. slanting upwards, to direct the 
draft toward the ceiling. This intake 
need not be over six inches square. 
Two flues on one side of building.'each 
one or one and one-half feet square, 
would no doubt be better than one two 
feet square. Some place these flues 
in the middle, piercing the roof 
at the cone. One of the best stables we 
ever saw was constructed in this waj', 
with elbow tile three inches in diameter 
for intakes. — Ohio Farmer.

The subject of tuberculosis^ fs one 
which interests the entire wotid. Al- 
though dollars innumerable and great 
study have been devoted to securing 
some method of successfully combat- 
mg this disease, and although the 
world is startled now and again with 
the announcement that a great disco^ 
ery has been made along these lines, 
yet only palliative measures have thus 
far been found effective in any degree. 
It is known that milk from cows 
whose udders are affected b 3 * tubercu- 
losis is liable to cause a transmission of 
the disease to persons, especially' to 
young children, the bacillus producing 
this disease in cattle and consumption 
among people being identical. It is 
now interesting and important to know 
that foreign investigations have dem- 
onstrated that tuberculosis germs arc 
often found in butter and ‘that thej' 
will there live for a considerable period 
of time. The only way, it is stated, 
to feel sure of the butter and milk you 
are consuming is to know that the milk 
and the cream from which the butter is 
made is pasteurized and the germs 
killed. It is not now generally believed 
that consumption oi tuberculosis can 
be directly inherited — it is acquired by 
the offspring rather from close contact 
w ith the mother. At the Wisconsin sta- 
tion some of the best animals were 
found to be diseased. They were sep- 
arated from the others and calves bred 
from them; but the offsprings were im- 
mediately' removed from the mothers 
and fed on the milk of other cattle.. 
They have proved perfectly healthy. 
The milk of diseased cattle has also 
been successfully used for feeding pur- 
poses after having been thoroughly 
pasteurized. — Farmers’ Review.

Aboot ContlnuuiiH Milking. 

A writer in the Jersey Bulletin says 
he or she has but one cow in a herd 
of 20 that has ever gone dry more 
than a month at a time before calving. 
That cow was brought into the herd 
and was dry’ three months before she 
dropped another calf. AVith her next 
calf she went dry about six weeks and 
does so now. Most of the herd have 
never been dry’ at all since they had 
the first calf. Although the milk is 
not used in the dairy for a month be- 
fore they calve, they are xuilked regu- 
larly, and no difference can be seen 
between the well-fed cow that does 
not go dry at all and other cows thav 
go dry one or two months, so far as 
health, vigor or lasting qualities go. 
It U largely a matter of habit, and il 



Halter to F'Jt Any Horse. 

Take a rope of co.nvenient length apd 
thickness, and make a small loop at one 
of its ends and auotJler small loop about 
four inches away frfiin it. The halter is 
completed bj- passing the end of the 
rope through the iirst loop and then 
through the second loop. As this 
halter runs through both loops it will 
fit a head of any swc. Its special dis- 
advantage is that il requires to be kept 
constantly tight in order for it to retain 
its position. This abjection can be ob- 
viated for any psYticular horse by 
making a knot at each of the small 
loops, after determining .the respec- 
tive lengths of the head piece and the 
nose band. — London Live Stock Jour- 
nal.
